this Crititi{m, for if Fable be allow’d one of the 
chief Beauties, or as Ariftotle calls it, the very 
Soul of Poetry, "tis hard to comprehend how that 
Fable (hould be the le(s valuable for having 4 Mo- 
val. The Antients conftantly made ufe of Allego~ 
vies: My Lord Bacon has compos’d an exprefs 
Treatife in proof ‘of this, entitled, The Wifdom 
of the Antietits; where the Reader may fee fe 
veral eo Fittions exemplrfy’d and. ex- 
plaid’d with great Clearne/s, fudgment and Learn- 
ing. The Incidents indeed, by which the Allegory 
is convey'd, muft be varyd, according to the atfe 
ferent Genius or Manners of different Times : and 
they fbould never be {pun too long, or too much 
clog’d with trivial Circumftances, or little Partica- 
larities,’ We find an uncommon Charm in Truth, — 
when it ts conveyd by this Side-way to our Under- 
ftanding ; and "tis obfervable, that even in the 
moft ignorant Ages this way of Writing has. found 
Reception.
